No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during January, February and March, 1958 


January. 


General.—An active low pressure area which developed off the north-west coast about the 
middle of the month and moved southward during the following week was one of the salient 
features of the month’s weather. 


Passing over the De Grey and Fortescue and dissipating finally over the South-West, it caused 
widespread, though in some areas patchy, rain throughout the State. 


Prior to the development of the tropical depression, hot weather prevailed over the State 
and fire hazards were frequently dangerous. 


The year opened with numerous bushfires around the city and in the following days serious 
outbreaks occurred in the lower South-West where, at Willow Springs on the 2nd, four fire fighters 
perished. About one hundred square miles of farm land were ravaged by a fire which broke out 
near Mayanup on the 12th. Though some 500 volunteers fought the blaze 25 farms were burnt 
and 15,000 sheep died before it was brought temporarily under control some 36 hours later. Four 
days later the fire broke out afresh and before it was finally controlled the total loss of stock and 
property had increased considerably. 


As the month drew to a close the high pressure belt moved northward from its mean position 
for January and the hot easterly winds which predominated over the State for the first three 
weeks were replaced by westerlies. Passing as they had over the warm waters of the Indian 
Ocean, the winds contained a good deal of water vapour and were responsible for the humid con- 
ditions experienced in the last week of January in most districts. 


Rainfall About a week elapsed before the first rains were recorded. They fell mainly 
in the Kimberleys and were generally lighter than those of December and disappointing when 
compared with averages for January. 


The only Kimberley station to exceed its average was Turkey Creek, where 389 points were 
recorded on the 15th. Totals at some of the remaining stations were as much as three inches 
below normal and at Broome the deficit was five. 


Welcome and long-awaited rains fell during the third week in the De Grey and Fortescue. 
At Mardie, where less than five inches fell last year, 773 points were recorded on the 2st. 


South of the tropics totals of at least an inch were common over the Gascoyne and northern 
areas of the South-Eastern Division, but as the rains extended southward they became lighter 
and Jess general until at some centres in the Great Southern no rain was recorded. 


There were, however, exceptions to this pattern of decreasing rainfall. At Lake Camm, on the 
26th, 367 points were recorded in an hour though other stations in the South Central sub-division 
averaged only 24 points. 


Temperature—A marked fall in maximum temperatures accompanied the southward move- 
ment of the rain-bearing depression but minima, except in the tropics, remained substantially 
above average. 


Very hot weather was experienced at times in the northern areas of the South-Eastern Di- 
vision where at Leonora maxima reached 118° on the 17th and on six other occasions were higher 
than 110°. Other centres to record more than 115° were Murgoo (116° on the 7th), Onslow (116° 
on the 14th and 15th), and Walebing (117° on the 16th). 


Even in the south coastal areas some high maxima were recorded. At Albany, where maxima 
average 73-8°, they reached 107° on the 12th, exceeding by 1° the January record established in 
1930. However, the following day, when cooler weather swept over the lower South-West, tem- 
peratures at this station reached only 70°. 


Minimum temperatures, being highest in the southern tropics and lowest in the South-West, 
ranged from 87° at Wittenoom Gorge to 45° at Bridgetown. They were more frequently above 
average in the southern areas of the State than elsewhere and at most stations in the lower South- 
West exceeded the normal on at least 21 days, Albany experiencing only one day with a below- 
normal minimum. 
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Metropolitan.—Though the month was not unusually sunny—in fact the amount of sunshine 
recorded was less than normal—the city experienced one of its hottest Januarys on record. 
Maxima exceeded 90° on 15 occasions and, on five days, reached 100°. The mean maximum 
for the month was second only to that of January, 1950, while the mean temperature, 77-9°, has 
been exceeded only once. = 


Winds were chiefly easterly in the morning and south-westerly in the afternoon and, though 
generally moderate during the day, twice reached 38 miles per hour. 


February. 


General.—Early in the month, when a low-pressure area passed south of the State, westerly 
winds prevailed over southern divisions with east to north-east winds elsewhere. However, 
this wind regime did not persist for long and winds, during a month characterized in most divisions 
by sunny weather, were predominantly westerly along the Kimberley coast and easterly elsewhere. 


About the middle of February a tropical cyclone developed in the region of Cocos Island, but 
hopes that it might bring rain to tropical divisions faded when the system dissipated about a 
week later without moving closer to the coast. 


Coinciding with the development of the cyclone, a low-pressure trough extending across the 
State from the Timor Sea to the Bight was responsible for rain over southernmost areas but, 
though other troughs passed over the State at weekly intervals after the lst, they were insufficiently 
active to cause any worthwhile rain. 


A noticeable feature of weather charts during the last 10 days of the month, was the intensity 
of two high-pressure systems moving eastward south of the State. The first, passing into the 
Bight on the 19th, dominated the State’s weather during the next four days and was associated 
with strengthening easterly winds extending at times to the Kimberley coast. When the month 
ended, the second system was already influencing weather over most divisions though its centre 
was still more than 1,000 miles south-west of Cape Leeuwin. Ship reports indicated that its 
central pressure was above 1,030 mbs. (30-42 inches). 


Rainfall—Practically no rain fell in the State after the 15th, except in the North Kimberley 
where some isolated heavy falls continued for a few days. 


Falls in the Kimberleys were generally disappointing and everywhere but at Kalumburu 
below normal. 


Many stations in the De Grey, Fortescue and Gascoyne and a few in the remaining divisions 
reported no rain at all, while totals in the South-West varied from a few points to more than three 
inches. 


In south and lower west coastal districts light showers accompanied the westerly winds which 
prevailed early in the month but the only substantial rain to be recorded within the South-West 
Division fell during the 13th in southern areas and extended to corresponding sections of the 
South-East on the same day. 


Temperature.—in the southern half of the State temperatures were highest during the period 
19th-25th, though comparatively few centuries were recorded. Over the tropics, however, high 
and above-normal maxima prevailed throughout. The highest temperature, 115°, was recorded 
at Onslow on the 2nd and, at one tropical station or another, 110° was recorded aimost daily. 


Minimum temperatures were above average on most days and, like maxima, were generally 
higher in the South-West during the latter half of the month. However, on the 27th, the lowest 
temperature for two months, 42°, occurred at Bridgetown, where minima below 45° were recorded 
during the last three days of the month. 


Metropolitan.—The month in Perth was dry and sunny with temperatures above normal, 
although no centuries were recorded. 


Mean temperatures are usually highest in February but in the past three years have been 
exceeded by those of January. Nevertheless there was one noticeably warmer-than-normal 
period. From the 18th to the 23rd inclusive, maxima exceeded 90° daily and, for nearly 90 con- 
secutive hours after 7-30 a.m. on the 20th, temperatures were higher than 70°. 


Sunshine during this month, the driest February since 1948, was above normal and exceeded 
11 hours on 19 days. 
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March. 


General.—Though clear skies and sunny conditions predominated over most of the State 
during the month, March weather was far from uneventful. ; 


Apart from severe dust storms and thunder squalls, which wrecked at least one house in 
agricultural areas, two cyclones passed directly over Onslow bringing beneficial rain to wide 
areas of the Fortescue, De Grey, Gascoyne and North-Eastern divisions. Developing off the 
North-West coast at the beginning of the month the first cyclone battered the town during the 
afternoon of the 3rd but, although winds reached 107 miles per hour, damage was negligible com- 
pared with that which resulted from the second disturbance 11 days later. For six hours during 
the 15th winds exceeded 70 miles per hour, gusts reaching 125 miles per hour at the peak of the 
storm. Many buildings were extensively damaged and parts of the jetty were washed away. 
It was feared for a time that the same fate would befall foreshore homes when sea water, waist 
deep in streets, swirled over floors, and verandahs commenced to float. 


While rain fell in other parts of the State fine weather prevailed over the greater part of the 
South-West. Successive anticyclones passing eastwards along the south coast were associated 
with easterly winds and generally cloudless skies, though in south coastal areas the approach 
of each new system was heralded by light showers. 


Rainfall.—The dry conditions which characterized February’s weather in the north were 
broken in the West Kimberley, De Grey and Fortescue with the approach of the first cyclone, 
and though the disturbance lost intensity on crossing the coast it persisted as a vast rain-bearing 
depression causing heavy rain in the East Gascoyne, the North-Eastern and northern areas of the 
South-Eastern. There were also some moderate to heavy falls in central areas of the wheat belt, 
but falls from the disturbance seem to have been heaviest in the Wiluna region where a number 
of stations recorded three to four inches. 


Even heavier rain accompanied the passage of the second cyclone and good falls were received 
at a number of places which received none from the earlier storm. 


At Onslow, where flooding and hurricane winds caused extensive damage, 1,114 points were 
recorded on the 16th, while the following day seven inches was reported from Koordarrie and 
six inches from Cane River, Glenflorrie, Uaroo and Kooline. 


However, practically no rain was reported in the Kimberley from this second cyclone and 
in the north and east of the Division rain during the month was patchy, seldom heavy, and 
generally the result of thunderstorm activity. 


Although nearly every second day was wet on the south coast falls were very light—only 
one exceeded 30 points—and no centre in the district exceeded its average. Light showers ex- 
tended at times into central coastal areas but more than half the stations in the District failed 
to record rain. 


In the wheat belt, other than in central areas, March rainfall was generally light and scattered 
and of little consequence. 


Temperature—Temperatures, both maximum and minimum, were consistently high in the 
North and East Kimberley, but elsewhere in the State they were about normal. 


In most divisions maxima did not vary greatly but, when a marked cold front passed over 
the lower South-West late in March, they were some 40° lower than those recorded a fortnight 
earlier and up to 20° lower than on the previous day. 


The same cold front was responsible for creating a marked temperature gradient across the 
State on the 25th. The maximum at Bridgetown that day was only 57° but temperatures at 
Fitzroy Crossing were 50° higher. 


Minimum temperatures were mainly above normal during the first three weeks and registra- 
tions below 50° were uncommon. However, on the 26th and 27th minima were as low as any this 
year and at Bridgetown the minimum of 35° on the 27th was the lowest in the State since November 
6th. 


Metropolitan.—March weather followed the same pattern as that of the preceding four months 
with temperatures above and rainfall below normal. In fact, though the average for the five 
months ending March is 301 points, only 56 points were recorded. This is only one point more 
than the record “dry ” for the period, established 55 years ago. 


Temperatures reached a century on two days (bringing the total since November 20th to 11) 
and failed by only 0-2° to reach it ona third. For 90 hours after 7-30 a.m. on the 9th temperatures 
did not fall below 70° and on the 10th the highest March maximum since 1935 was recorded. 


During the week ended the 27th, maxima and minima were below normal and the extremes 
of 73-1° on the 22nd and 50-9° on the 23rd were the lowest this year.
